Department of Agriculture has issu- 
ed forecasts showing the prospects 
of practically all the principal farm 
crops except potatoes and rice im- 
proved during August. The wheat 
crop is placed at 981,000,000 bushels, 
90,000,000 
more 
than 
last 
year's 


record crop. Wet weather has dam- 
aged winter wheat and delayed the 
threshing. In Kansas not more than 
half the crop has been threshed. Ad- 
ditional inquiries by crop reporters 
this month, however, resulted in the 
crop reporting board making no 
change in its August prediction of 
659,000.000 bushels of winter wheat. 
Conditions for the spring wheat crop 
lia^e been ideal lately and threshing 
discloses yields above the averages 
and of excellent quality. As a result

was increased 15.000,000 bushels to a 
total of 322,000,000 bushels. When the

Came to be Observed at 


Season of Year. 


"New Year's Day will begin on 


Wednesday evening and ends at sun- 
set on Thursday. In the Hebrew cal- 
endar it is the first of the month of 
Tishre, the seventh month of the 
year. It is observed in the syna- 
gogue by the offering of special pray- 
ers and by the imparting- of appro- 
priate lessons in religion and morals. 
The biowin of the ram's horn, which 
takes place in orthodox synagogues 
during the morning service, is in lit- 
eral fulfillment of the Biblical injunc- 
tion regarding this holiday, and is a 
symbol of the awakening of the soul 
to a stirring realization of moral and 
religious duty. 


Then the Day of Atonernent- 


"On the ninth day following New 


Year's is the Day of Atonement, be- 
ginning, like all the days in the He- 
brew calendar, with sunset the day 
before. 
This is by far the holiest 


day in the year and is devoted entire- 
ly to meditation and prayer and to 
resolves to lead an upright life. A 
fact is generally observed on this day 
in order to emphasize the spiritual 
communion with God and the with- 
drawal from the material world to a 
life of self-abnegation and sacrifice.

One of the important -works was 


the paving on Hunt avenue. Owing 
to the sandy nature of the soil the 
sides of that avenue wash badly and 
the workmen will have to pave the 
whole length of the avenue on both 
sides, "before the work will be com- 
pleted and satisfactory.

The estimated cost of the re- 
production of the figures and repairs 
to the monuments was 87,032 upon 
the work previous t6 the contracts.

tration of electors as the General Assem- 
bly may enact: 


"First. He shall have been a citizen of 


the United States at least one month. 


"Second.. He shall have resided in the 


State one year (or, having pieviousiy been 
a qualified elector or native-born citizen 
of the State, he shall have removed there- 
from and returned, then six months) im- 
mediately preceding: the election. 


"Third. He shall have resided In the 


election district -where he shall offer to 
vote at least two months immediately pre- 
ceding- the election. 


"Fourth. 
If twenty-two years ol age 


and upwards, he shall have paid -within 
two years a State or cctijity tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be- 
fore the election," be amended so that the 
same shall lead as follows:

Proposing an amendment to section eight 


of article nine of the Constitution o* 
Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Senate 


end House of Representatives ol the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen- 
eral Assembly met. That the folios-Ins 
tar-proposed as'an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth of Penn-

Amend section eight, article nine ol the
